In the two-year-old race Easter Eve killed 
herself by racing with Chenille, allowing the 
uncertain Vanessa to win, with Tom Anderson 
a good second. 

Freddie L, T. with his known predeliction for 
mud, was made favorite in the first half of the 
mile selling. He won handily from Otho, who 
might have been nearer if he had not been 
cut off. 

There was hardly anything played in the three 
quarters c f a mile but Mobalaska and Rubber- 
neck. Ferryman II piloted by little Hothersall 
beat them both easily. 

Mamie G was favorite in the second half of 
the mile race. Third was the best she could do, 
even with ' the midget” up. Doctor G who came 
fast in the stretch winning easily from Kirk. 

Ashland appears to revel in mud, ana he 
lauded the last race, at six and a half furlongs, 
handily from Hazelhatch. Revenue who was 
third, would have been closer, if he could have 
got through. Cunarder who ran in the Louis- 
ville Stable’s colors, was last, though Simons 
declared that the horse would win, unless he 
was a cur, as he had done wonders in his work. 

Robbie Hothersall did his riding yesterday 
with a bandaged face. He was exercising Red- 
skin yesterday, when the old horse threw him, 
and stepped on his chin. The injury was slight.
